For over five years I have been get- 
ting fan mail from many movie stars 
and have obtained an interview with 
many regarding the hobby. 

Many of the covers, like our new 
beer, are ageing in dust, but some 
have turned out to be fine items. 

Recently Tom Mix and I were in 
Court together. He stated that dur- 
ing some weeks his fan mail totalled 
over 5000 covers a week. His hobby 
is horses so his fan mail goes to the 
lucky collectors. 

Jean Harlow gives all her fan mail 
to children in the neighborhood. All 
mail received is handled by her sec- 
retary Miss Jewell who the kids bribe. 
In most cases you have to get the 
fan letters from the secretaries as the 
stars very seldom see the letters. 

Many rare stamps have come to 
light on some of the fan mail I have 
received. 

Some interesting mail was recently 
given to me by Princes Serge and 
David M’divani royalty from the coun- 
try of Georgia. Although their mail 
is not fan letters the covers are busi- 
ness of state and appear interesting. 
Serge states that he is going to ap- 
peal to the P. M. General of Georgia 
to put out more attractive stamps. 
His interest like mine is stamps and

Bert Wheeler the funny man told 
me the other day he was starting out 
on a world tour and would send a 
postcard from France.

Chester Morris asked me if they 
were going to put out an earthquake 
issue for Long Beach, and by the way 
the Long Beach Stamp Club rooms 
were right in the district where the 
worst part of the damage was done 
yet the club suffered little damage. 
Several men were killed across the 
narrow path from the club. Harry 
Miller, its president, said it shook all 
his hinges loose. 

Zasu Pitts said that all stamps 
meant to her was expense, and as her 
fan mail is one of the heaviest in 
Hollywood, she probably means it. 
They answer most of these fan letters 
and some of the stars at my sugges- 
tion are using good commemoratives 
for postage, as many of their fans 
are collectors.

Evelyn Warren, the petit dancer, 
has a Scotch collection. She tells me 
that she collects U. S. precancels and 
gets them all free.

Many New Stamps Proposed By 
Congressmen 





There seems to be a whole hopper 
full of bills being dumped on con- 
gress for the issuance of various new 
stamps. Among the recent proposals 
is a special air mail stamp picturing 
the Akron, it is proposed that only 
5,000,000 eight cent stamps be issued 
for this commemoration. Persistent 
efforts are also being made for a 
Kosciuszko stamp. A postage stamp 
is proposed for Thomas J. Walsh who 
after having been appointed attorney- 
general in the Roosevelt cabinet died 
a few days before the inauguration. 
It is provided in the bill that this 
stamp be the first 2c stamp to be is- 
sued when the postage rate is lowered 
to 2c for certain classes of mail as 
is proposed. Wisconsin is asking for 
a stamp to commemorate the 300th 
aniversary of the discovery of Wis- 
consin. Among the last bills to be 
introduced is one that ties up with 
the Newburgh stamp. This stamp was 
for the 150th anniversary of the proc- 
lamation of peace. There is now pro- 
posed a stamp to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the actual treaty of 
peace and of the ceding of what is 
known as the Western Reserve terri- 
tory to the Colonies.
